HERE isno Affection of the Mind fo 
much blended in Human Nature, and 
wrought into our very Conftitution, 
as Pride.

o the particular Service'in which his Mafter thinks 
ft to cate him. When I faw him,he held a Candle 
in this obf{equious Pofture. 1 was very well pleated 
with the Cobler’s Invention, that had fo iagenioufly 
contrived an Inferior, and {tood a little while con- 
templating this inverted Idolatry, wherein the 
Image did Homage to the Man. When we mect 
with fuch a fantaftick Vanity in one of this Order, 
it is no wonder if we may trace it through all De- 
grees above it, and particularly chrough all the 
Sens of Greatnefs.

an admirable Reflection in Terence, where it is faid 
ofa Parafite, Hic homines ex ffultis facit .infanos. 
This Fellow {ays he) has an Art of converting Fools into 
Madmen. When 1 was iix France, (the Region of 


‘Complaifance and Vanity) I have oiten obferved, 


that a great Man who has entered a Levy of Flatte- 
rers humbleand temperate, has grown {o infenfibly 
heated. by the Court, which was. paid him on ail 
Sides, that he has been quite diftraGed before he 
could get into his Coach. 

If we contult the Collegiates of A“corfi.lds, we 
fhall find mott of them are beholden to their Pride 
for their Introduction into that magnificent Palace.

to introduce every Mamheconverfes.with intethe 
World ; wil dele one of ten Times his Subftance 
to Jet him, fee him fomnetimes, and hints to Be, 
that he does not forget him.
